Th Will be the first major inter- 
national conference having for the 
avowed object the climination of 
war and the promotion of fraternal 
co-operation among peoples and 
xovernments by planned. dissemina- 
ton of knowledge. 

UNESCO wants to start a world- 
wide campaign to “Nquidate”’ ilH- 
teracy, fo ralse the cducational and 
cultural standards and organise un- 
restricted. International exchange of 
cultural. and sclentific knowledge. 

Though as on international “brains 
trust” the conference is not .exnect- 
ed t produce any sharp political 
clashes, there are likely to be lively 
arguments over the methods. and de- 
finttion of certain aspects. .The con- 
ference will be largely concerned 
with giving UNESCO a permanent 
form.

PLASMA CASE 


Shanghal, Nov. 17. 

The United Press learned au- 
thoritatively today that tho U.S. 
Congsul-General ‘Mr Monnet 
Davis, has’ requested the local 
authorities to.intervene on be- 
half of the American efforts to 
recover from the Shanghai 
market tens of thousands units 
of American Red Cross blood 
plasma. . 


Mr Davis acted imnietilately an a 
request from ‘the Forelm Liquida- 
tion Commission which has not yet 
been able to arrange to buy — knacls 
the plasma from Chinese merchants, 
The request for’ ald was ‘nde to 
Shanghai's Mayor, Mr K. C. Wu, 
who promised full co-operation. 

It woa estimated that 25 or more 
tons of the total 300 tons of plasma 
were located in two warehouses in 
the centre of Shanghal but that the 
remainder was understood to have 
been widely scattered In many 
rodowns and drugstores throughout 
Chinn in the five months since the 
plasma was dellvered to Shanghal. 

The plasma was Included among 
naval medical supnlles sold in 
Okinawn by the FLC and delivered 
to Shanghai last June. They were 
cleared by customs at that tine and 
authoritative quarters said it un- 
auestionably was known then that 
-plasma was tncluded since cach case 
was stamped with the large Icttera, 
“human blood plasma.”

Field Commissioner of the Shanghat 
oMice of FLC, Gen B. A. Johnson 
(retired), wrote a letter to the 
Shanghat Evening Post Inst June 7, 
objecting to the Time Magazine 
story about the Okinawa medicines 
fale.
